Tho Circuit Court of Colorado has 


sustained 
tho action of Governor 


Wnite in removing two members of the 
Fire and Police Boards of Denver and 
appointing others to take their places. 
A week ago the deposed Commissioners, 
backed by the Sheriff and tho roughs 
of Denver, refused to surrender their 
offices and obey the mandates of the 
Governor. Tho police force of the city 
and several 
hundred 
deputies ap- 


pointed by the Sheriff took possession 
of the City Flail and announced their 
intention to hold it and prev .it the re- 
moval of the two Commissionors. The 
Governor ordered out the uuhtia to en- 
force his orders and United States 
troops were brought to Denver from 
Fort Logan at the 
instance of the 


Governor to prevent bloodshed. Then 
tho Governor, according to the reports 
of tho press aguiits, was wholly to 
blame. Now the Court has sustained 
the Governor's action, proving that he 
•was acting within the law and did 
nothing more than his duty in remov- 
ing olticials who were countenancing 
lawlessness and using their authority 
to shield criminals.

A Pew Facts for Republican Financial

EDITOB JOURNAL:—The Populists are 


great admirers of courage, even if it is 
displayed by a Republican, and when a 
Republican writes an article and tries 
to conceal what gives the principle 
value to money, he displays more cour- 
age than it takes to ran for a Demo- 
cratic Presidential elector in the State 
of Nevada.

The supply of money 
was in the hands of the Plutocrats, and 
the promises to pay were also in their 
hands, and the debtors had to give up 
property that cost $10,000,000 to satisfy 
a debt of one-fourth +he amount. With 
this kind of a financial system it is no 
wonder that the property which has 
been created by the labor of all is now 
concentrated in the hands of a few.

Facts Against Mlastatementa — Fluent, 


liut Inaccurate—Goldbug Treachery- 
Betrayed, Bat Forgiving.

MB. BARTINE LOSES HIS TEMPEB. 


Evidently Mr. Bartine, soured by 


disappointment and stung by my criti- 
cisms upon his speech and letter, has 
lost his temper. Such phrases as " ut- 
terly senseless," "I had almost said 
ignorance" and other kindred expres- 
sions are not generally used by ex- 
Members of Congress in political dis- 
cussions. Their use is quite generally 
considered in very bad taste, in fact, 
with due deference to Mr. Bartine, he 
will permit me to express the opinion 
that every intelligent 
man in the 


United States, who reads the daily 
newspapers 
and 
the 
Congressional 


Rerord, knows just as much about the 
political views of Mr. Bland and the 
other public men mentioned in the 
Bartine letter as Mr. Bartine does. 
When Mr. Bartine used the term " free 
trader" in connection with Mr. Bland's 
name, he simply used a Republican 
political catch phrase that does not 
convey the faintest idea of the position 
of the Democratic party on the tariff 
question. It was invented and is used 
simply to excite prejudice. 


MR. BABTINE'S MISSTATEMENTS. 


Evidently the object of Mr. Bartine 


in writing his letter was to break the 
force of my comments upon his speech 
and letter, and at the same time to vent 
his spleen by attacking my political 
record and charging me with being in- 
consistent. Well, I would rather be 
honest than be consistent. .That Mr. 
Bartine should prefer to be consistent 
is no concern of mine. I have already 
pointed out some of the misstatements 
of Mr. Bartine in his speech and first 
letter. I find, upon a partial count, 
no less thau twenty-seven in his letter 
to the Gazette of the 16th inst. Time 
and space will not permit the pointing 
out of all of them; one will answer as a 
sample of all. Mr. Bartine regrets that 
" Mr. Wren seems to be no exception 
to the rule. From a most extreme Re- 
publican he has suddenly become a 
most extreme Populist." 
Now, Mr. 


Wren never became a Populist at all. 
The Silver party was organized and its 
platform of principles was promulgated 
before the Omaha Populist Convention 
was held, and to the principles enunci- 
ated in the platform of the Silver party 
Mr. Wren confined himself until last 
Fall, when, in a letter in the Silver State 
in reply to a letter addressed to Mr.

Now, 
as Mr. Bartine has (Sfaosen to 


attack me he 
will pardon me, no

to " point a moral and adorn a tale." 


If I have been correctly informed, it 


is not so many years ago that Mr. Bar- 
tine was opposing 
the 
Republican 


party in Ormsby county because the 
party failed to give him a nomination 
for some petty office. I have no per- 
sonal knowledge of the facts, but peo- 
ple living in Carson are, no doubt, 
acquainted with all of the circum- 
stances, and can vindicate Mr. Bartine 
if rumor has done him an injustice. 
The Carson Tribune^ no doubt, will un- 
dertake the task as a labor of love. 


Mr. Bartine when he returned to this 


State at the close of his Congressional 
carrer was quite popular. In Omsby 
and the adjoining counites, owing to 
certain influences not felt in the other 
counties of the State, there were a 
number of Republicans, some of them 
honest, earnest silver men, others gold- 
bugs pure and simple, and all occupy- 
ing easy positions, public or private.

Dur- 
ing the canvass he was cheered to the 
echo by his goldbug friends, but when 
election day came they had no further 
use for him and there is scarcelv a 
reasonable doubt that a considerable 
number especially of the goldbug con- 
tingent voted Against the Republican 
Legislative tickets pledged to support 
Mr. Bartine for Senator. 


There was not a "single member 


elected to the Legislature in the whole 
State of Nevada in favor of Mr. Bartine 
for United States Senator. The Re- 
publican electors received a majority 
of the votes in Ormaby county, the 
home of Mr. Bartine, whilo the Repub- 
lican legislative ticket in that county, 
made up of good men, pledged to vote 
for Mr. Bartine for United States Sen- 
ator, were badly beaten.

Bartme's cup of bitterness was not yet 
quite full.

Charley Willard Kuii Over l>y a Buggy 


Driven By John Flymi and Probably 
Fatally Injured. 
Sunday evening about 9:30 o'clock a 


horse and buggy containing Thomas 
Manning and John Flynn, the latter 
driving, came up Third street, opposite 
the railroad depot, on a run and 
turned into Center street. 
An old 


prospector named Charley Willard was 
crossing Center street at the time and 
was unable to get out of the way of the 
team, which knocked him down and 
ran over him. 
One of the horse's 


hoofs struck him in the head, just 
above the eye, while one wheel passed 
over his neck and another over his legs. 
He was picked up unconscious and car- 
ried to the sidewalk of the Palace Ho- 
tel, Here a crowd of people gathered 
around, but no one seemed to know 
just what to do. The blood ran over 
his face from the terrible wound in his 
forehead and his scalp was torn loose 
from the back of his head, exhibiting 
an ugly gash. The old man remained 
unconscious for some time, and when 
he exhibited signs of returning life he 
was so dazed as to be unable to recol- 
lect anything. He was finally removed 
to the hospital by Joe Lachman's ex- 
press wagon, where his injuries were 
attended to by Dr. Hogan. His skull 
was fractured and it is feared his in- 
juries will prove fatal. 


He is the brother of the proprietor of 


the famous Willard Hotel in Washing- 
ton, D. C., said to be one of the finest 
in America. 


John Flynn was arrested yesterdiy 


morning for fast driving, and last even- 
ing had his trial before Justice Linn. 
It was proved that he had been drink- 
ing during the day, and in company 
with others vms having a hilarious 
time driving about the streets. He was 
found guilty and will be sentenced at 10 
o'clock this morning. The penalty is a 
fine of not less than $5 nor more than 


$100, 
or 30 days imprisonment or both,

WOULD-BE ASSASSIN'S. 


Their Victim Resting Easy and Hopes 


Entertained of His Recovery. 


As stated 
in 
Sunday morning's 


JOURNAL, Seth Taylor was waylaid on 
his way home from his shop about 11 
o'clock Saturday night, and when with- 
in a hundred yards of his sister's resi- 
dence shot down and seriously, if not 
fatally, wounded. As before stated he 
noticed men following him up Second 
street from the Episcopal Church. He 
thought nothing of the circumstance, 
but kept on his way home. When he 
left Second street just east of E. B. 
Dunning's place to take a short cut to 
his sister's residence on Washington 
street he heard men running behind 


him. 
He drew a pistol, but as be did 


so one of the thugs fired at him just as 
he turned the corner of Mr. Dunning's 
barn and in plain view of his sister's 
residence. He returned the fire, but 
being seriously wounded unfortunately 
he missed his mark. One of the foot- 
pads ran off and the other fired several 
shots at the prostrate young man, one 
of which plowed a furrow in the ground 
under him. Six or seven-shots were 
flred in all, three by young Taylor, but 
as he was unable to turn around he 
could not take aim. The other foot- 
pad then ran off toward the railroad. 
Mr. Drappo, who lives in the vicinity 
and an Italian family heard the shots 
and hastened to where they were fired. 
Mr. Drappo, as he left the house, saw a 
man running up Second street, but not 
knowing what had occured did not fol- 
low him. When the neighbors arrived 
near the scene of the shooting they 
found young Taylor crawling home. 


As before stated, Drs. Phillips and 


Lewis were called to attend him, but 
failed to locate the bullet, which en- 
tered the lett thigh and shattered the 
bone. 
The bullet, which plowed the 


ground under young Taylor when he 
fell was found Sunday morning and is 
of 44 caliber, and doubtless one of the 
same size inflicted the wound. 


Seth Taylor is the son of E. W. Tay- 


lor and a brother of Mrs. M. S. 
Wheeler, whose husband lost his life 
in the State Line snow slide about five 
weeks ago. He is a sober and indus- 
trious young man with no bad habits. 
His a^ailants are unknown and it is 
doubtful if he could identify them 
though it was bright moonlight when 
they assaulted him. The authorities 
should do everything in their power to 
bring the would-be murderers to justice 
and the opinion is general that a re- 
ward should be offered for their arrest 
and conviction. Only one of them fired 
at the young man and it is probable 
that the other might be induced by a 
reward and immunity from punish- 
ment to tell who did the shooting. The 
people pay taxes for the protection of 
their lives and property and a portion 
of these taxes could not ba expended 
for a better purpose than bringing the 
ruffian who shot Seth Taylor to justice. 


The wounded young man suffered 


much pain on Sunday, but yesterday 
and last evening rested easier and the 
attending physicians are encouraged 
by the favorable symptoms.
